Emotional appeal

appeal in this country. No Ameri- 
can politician could possibly argue 
against dolng everything possible to 
free these men, many of whom 
have been In Communist hands for 
years. The private anguish of the 
prisoners’ families was effectively 
brought home to the nation by the 
lobbying efforts of organisations of 
prisoner's wives and relatives. 


But, American officials recog- 
nised that President Nixon's chosen 
way of showing concern for the 
prisoners and thelr families left him 
open to future embarrassment. Su 
the President in later statements 
took to stressing that the United 
States had two objectives in Viet- 
mam: one, to get the prisoners back, 
the other to give South Vietnam a 
“reasonable chance” of resisting a 
Communist take-over. 

Even this formulation, however, 
raised the prisoner issue to the 
level of & major policy goal, waen, 
in coid reality, it was a minor 
though painful fragment of the 
Vietnam puzzle. Some 1,600 men 
are officially listed as taken pris- 
oner or missing in action, most of 
them air crew lost on missions over
